When asked to explain fully what 
he meant by Experimental Christi- 
anity, during a question period held 
at the end of his talk, he told the 
group, "We must all hold an exper- 
iment with the Lord", maintaining 
personal contact with Him, much 
the "same as we have to retain con- 
tact between the metal wires used 
in an electrical experiment." 

For the Religious experiment, our 
'wires' arc to come to the Lord In 
Spirit; in truth, our contact is to 
recognize, our sins .and to humble 
ourselves before the Lord, repent- 
ing, as did the prodigal son. "Thus,',' 
said Dr. Leyasmcyer, "will wc es- 
tablish peace In the world, as well 
as peace within our soul." 

When the question, "Do ^ou con- 
sider Christianity to be the- only 
religion that could save the world?" 
was asked, Dr. Lcyasmeyer replied,

But how can 
one draw consolation and peace of mind from 
an isolàtion of the spirit and a far-off in- 
tellèctual prôjection into othcr-worldlincss? 

No true or. "experimental" Christian rests' 
on his convictions alone, unconcerned with the 
existing conditions before him. The unsatis- 
factory aspects of life arc* a challenge for im- 
provement, serving to remind Christians of 
their sadrcd trust to serve God "whose serv- 
». is perfect freedom." 




this process of learning and becoming aware 
of spirittfal values existing about him, he is 
more able to co-operate in living an orderly 
and worthy life. Values which are spiritual 
and derived from religion are eternal and 
have universal application. They do not alter 
from expediency. Those philosophies which 
undergo change for the sake of expediency are 
of an inferior" kind and usually result from 
human self-interest. Religious values are ab- 
solute, and ethical values, because they have 
their source in religion, are likewise absolute;

Through the years, how- 
ever, the Church has 'cleaned its house' of 
most of these defects. Christianity cannot be 
•judged by its successful operation as an in- 
fluence in human lives, but rather from the 
life of Christ through His Word, the Bible. 
Therein one finds the validity and signifi- 
cance of all Christianity for the Bible is 
eternal and its message remains intact, unble- 
mished by the confusions and corruptions of 
mankind. •

follows; Christianity has become 
unhistorical and has, therefore died. 
Ethical Systems 
First of all it is necessary to 
draw a sharp distinction between 
a system of ethics and a religion. 
Now all ethical systems presuppose 
the notion of duty or obligation. 
The formula Is, 'I ought to do so- 
and-so because....'. Ethical sys- 
tems are constructed so as to sup- 
ply a consistent answer to the 
question 'why' in all cases. Now I 
believe It Is possible to act ethic- 
ally and to have a consistent rule 
cf ilfe without being religious. I 
think y\>u will agree with me that 
many people do. This is not to say 
that each religion does not have its 
own ethical precepts but only that 
because the religious feeling is es- 
sentially non-logical, in practice 
the ethical maxims of a religion 
are seperable from the religious 
feeling itself. 

Two Aspects 
Now let us examine the Chris- 
tian religion In Its two aspects. 
There is first of all tbe religious 
fact itself. Christ waa the Son of 
Cod. He waa more than -man for 
ha waa divine. And yet He waa 
man at the same time and He 
could auffer with and for man-, 
kind and He died on the Cross so 
that all mankind might be saved. 
There are the facts of the Resur- 
rection and the Trinity. All these 
facta must be believed In It one 
is to be a Christian and an act 




of faith is required. 
• from these strictly rellj 
there are also the ethl 
which arose • from the personal 
teachings of Christ. The basic of 
these Is 'Love thy neighbour as 
thyself. In a true Integrated re- 
ligion though, the ethical facU 
only have meaning In their larger 
context I.e..' the personal faith 
Itself. 

What laWronr 
What is wrons nowadays? Two 
things: firstly, men have ignored 
the strictly religious element In 
Christianity and have made the 
ethical maxims their creed of con- 
duct. But in so doing they have 
robbed them of most of their mean- 
ing and they have become the most 
equivocal rules of conduct imagin- 
able. One can use the Gospels to 
Justify practically any Une of con : 
duct If one is not imbued with the 
spirit of Christianity. This does not 
contradict my previous assertion 
that it is possible in practice to 
separate the ethical from the relig- 
ious. I merely state that in the case 
of Christianity the ethical consld- 
ered apart from the religious leaves 
so much to personal interpretation 
that a multitude of lines of con- 
duct can be justified. 

Tbeistlo Impulse 
Secondly, It seems to be a fact 
of human nature that men have 
a theiatle impulse In them. Tills 
Is equivalent to saying that they 
must have a god. This god must 
be such that It supplies an In- 
spiration feeling. Some make 
nature their god even though 
they wouldn't admit it. This is 
also true of money and power 
and the proletariat. Some people 
have a vague Impulse towards 
the God of the Christian religion 
and some have a strong Impulse 
In this direction. What very few 
people do la to combine the re- 
ligious and the ethical and 
through the Inspiration of Christ 
and prayer for his help obtain 
their rules of life. 
This is why I ssy Christianity 
has failed for it has somehow fail- 
ed nowadaya to be sufficiently 
strong to draw men into doing this.

'Vou Never Can Tell'

Last -evening the first perform- 
ance of the Montreal Repertory 
Theatre's production "You Never 
Can Tell" was given. Of this play 
the author; the late G. B. Shaw, 
said that, far from taking an un- 
sympathetic attitude toward popu- 
lar taste In fun, exhibition in dress 
and artificiality in manners in the 
theatre he was more, than willing 
to show that the drama could hum- 
anize these things as easily as they, 
In the wrong hands could dehuman- 



ise the drama.

It anyone could make the drama 
perform this function It was most 
certainly Shaw, and last night's per- 
formance was eloquent proof. For 
an opening night the cast delivered 
their parts with admirable smooth- 
ness and spirit; and "critical" crit- 
icism is difficult, if not impossible. 
Any slight defects were so slight 
indeed as to be too petty to men- 
tion. In fact, the delightful pattern 
and play of Shavian' wit left this 
member of the audience (and to all 
indications, the other members as 
well) Incapable of feeling anything 
but complete satisfaction. 

Sèveral members of the cast, 
however, gave exceptional perfor- 
mances. The Walter, played by 
Richard Gilbert, was especially, 
well done and this was not at all 
unexpected as Mr. Gilbert, who 
was given a Best Supporting «\ctor 
Award In the Regional Drama Fes- 
tival, is well known to M.R.T. 
audiences as an excellent actor. 

The two younger Clandons, Dolly 
and Phil, were. ably portrayed by 
Patricia Harris end Paul Blouin 
"ispectively. Miss Harris is known 
cGlll audiences as thé brat in 
e Children's Hour," which was 
given last year by the Players 
Club. She exhibited her ususl ef- 
fervescence and filled the role— 
literally. 

The romantic leads of Mr. Valen- 
tin* (Kenntth Haslam) and Gloria 
C'andon (Linda Ballantyne) de- 
serve a good deal of praise, for 
they were difficult to play, (cer- 
tainly the most demanding parts 
in this light comedy) and were ex-' 
cellèntly filled. Miss Ballantyne 
had appeared in the Red and White 
Review previous to joining M.R.T. 
The minor but fascinating role 



of Mr. Bohun was thunderously 
and eloquently portrayed by Ken- 
neth Davey who has had a great 
deal of theatrical experience here 
and in the west. 

Mention should here be made of 
the sets and staging, The sets were, 
admittedly; not true to the Victor- 
ian period In which the play Is set, 
but they serve, through their lack 
of fussincss and qualntness to focus 
the attention of the audience more 
on the action of the play.

that Christianity was able to be so 
powerfully appealing two thousand 
years ago and at the same time be 
so weak today? Is it plausible to 
assume that men are much more 
wicked now than they used to be? 
I think not. It must be Christian- 
ity's fault Itself. Now here a -defin- 
ite distinction must be made which 
I failed to make yesterday. What 
do wc mean by Christianity's fail- 
ure to be- meaningful to the twen- 
tieth century? Do we mean that 
Christianity itself as shown in the 
Gospels is outdated or do we mean 
that In Itself It is not outdated but 
only that the men who Interpret It 
have failed to make It applicable 
to modern times. The question is 
of extreme importance for If we 
affirm the former alternative there 
is no hope for Christianity where- 
as it the latter be affirmed, there 
is at least the shadow of a hope 
The answer to our question shall 
also a/firm as to where the fault 
lies, In Christianity itself because 
It is inapplicable or in men because 
they have failed to apply it. 

Although I have been and will 
be heavily censored for my be- 
lter, i still stick to my opinion 
of the first article I.e. that the 
• fault (though this ia a poor word, 
reason would be better) lies In 
Christianity Itself. The problem 
must be considered In relation to 
the group. It Is all very well to 
say that the Individual Is capable 
of making Christianity his reli- 
gion, and that a Christian life In 
the full sense of tbe phrase Is the 
only real life for him. • I fully 
agree. Bnt the question must be 
' considered In Its group aspect A 
group la more than the Indivi- 
duals comprising it for In the 
group are also all international 
factors between the men in It. 

World Ideals 
What are the Ideals In the. world 
today? To cite several, they are 
democracy, science, co-operative 
enterprise, etc. I can/t prove It 
but I feel that Christianity has not 
the capability of growing spôn- 
taneously out of these other Ideas 
or out of the lives of the men who 
formulate these ideas. And I am 
certain that the religious feeling 
cannot be superimposed from above 
but must rather grow from below. 
Christianity has failed to find real 
roots In the modern group and 
hence is historically outdated. Per- 
baps the day will come when con- 
dition* will again be such that the 
religion of Christianity will find 
root in the group but that day is 
not here yet. 

I fully admit that I have not 
proved that the present condi- 
tions are adverse to Christianity 
but I believe this is true and if 
anyone feels the opposite I would 
welcome his criticism. Let It be 
said once more that you can 
tell a person he'ought to act In 
such-and-such a way but you can- 
not tell him that he should have 
a faith in Christ.

One of the best of these "gues< 
ses" came from the McGlll Dally, 
especially on the subject of alcohol.

Legal restrictions on 
Icohol were heard of only in the 
envious murmurlngs of visiting 
Ontarlans. Although the college 
never supplied alcohol at the dan 
ces, the undergraduate organiza- 
tions which sponsored them usual 
ly provided coke, soda, and other 
mixers for the many whp brought 
their own." 

Alcohol Is forbidden . at dances, 
beer Is to be allowed only at Stag 
and Club parties and smokers, and 
cocktails can only be allowed at the 
McGlU Union "if the President of 
the Students Society has given his 
written approval, but in no in 
stance may cocktails be served at 
any functions whatsoever for which 
tickets have been sold." The Stu 
dents' Union, however, which Is 
open o men and women,- Is still 
the only Student Union in Canada 



believe that it Is able to, succeed 
at all, he asked. Christianity has 
not failed; Christians have failed 
to pars on to the next generation 
that faith which they have In- 
herited.

He recalled the countless thou- 
sands who had died through the 
ages because of the strength of 
the Christian convictions. Even a 
witness In a murder trial does no) 
put his life at stake on the strength 
of his convictions in his own 1 evi- 
dence, it was contrasted. Referring 
to five thousand who had been 
killed in his homeland of Latvia 
because of Christian ideals, Dr. 
Loyaimcycr answered his own 
question: "What witnesses does 
Christ have for the truth of His 
statements?''

At Toronto, there, is also no uni 

verslty regulation against alcohol 
but the Caput rules provide for 
punishment to ,those whose con 
duct, due to alcohol, is unseemly, 
As at McMaster, It cannot be served 
anywhere on the campus, and 
forbidden in Hart House and the 
residences under University con- 
trol. 

The amount consumed by the in 
dividual student at Toronto, how 
ever, is a different matter, since 
who drinks, and what he drinks 
something left up to him and him 
alone. 'There Is more drinking, 
says Kert, "than there was ten 
years ago, but now it Is so much 
easier to obtain liquor." 

Dalhousie and Acadia 

Only one case of drunkenness In 
which punishment has been handed 
out has occurred since the war at 
Dalhousie University at Halifax, 
which forbids the serving of alco- 
hol at any university function. Any 
breach of this regulation or any 
other unbecoming conduct is sub- 
ject to regular university dicipline. 
Drinking Is definitely prohibited on 
the campus of Acadia University 
too. As far as the co-eds are con- 
cerned there is no dcJnklng what- 
so ever in residence. To be caught 
in residence is punishable with ex- 
pulsion. . This also applies to the 
male population on the campus. 
Queens 

L. C. Coleman of the Queen's 
Journal stales the case for Cana- 
dian students In regard to alco- 
hol: "Canadian students don't 
necessarily drink too much but 
drink In the wrong- manner. Their 
object, too often. Is an tnd effect 
of drunkenness Instead of a de- 
sire to use drinking as a social 
stimulus and a source of pleas- 
ure to the palate. This, I feel, Is 
something common In our whole 
socle 

veriltles alone— undoubtedly one 
of the after-effects of the prohibi- 
tion era. However, as Is 'com- 
monly felt, university students, If 
anyone,, should be enlightened, 
and if our aoclet; 
saner ways, they 
the first to adopl 
And Othei 
Other problems on our subject 
come up at Queen's: one thing 
that aids and abets the drinking 
problem Is the ratio. At this uni- 
versity It Is roughly five men to 
every girl. "Like anyone their 
age, recreation looms large In the 
minds of Queenamen," says Cole- 
man. "A large number of the 
most attractive forms of recrea- 
tion Involve a date, and there Just 
aren't enough girls to go around.

At Queen's, one significant feat- 
ure which Is different from most 
other Canadian universities is that 
there Is a strict ban on fraternities

"Guiltily" 
Jim Knight, in his reply from 
The Varsity, headed his answer by 
speaking of his newspaper and one 
interesting observation on alcohol, 
does appear: "As a result of the 
decreased revenue, dances are held 
on the campus, rather than at the 
big hotels downtown. Since liquor 
is forbidden on the campus, It has 
become more difficult to get the 
stuff from the bottle into the 
drinker at a dance. When a dance 
is held at a hotel, it Is customary 
for a group of p8oplt (anywhere 
from * to 40) to rent a room in 
the hotel where drinking can be 
done in peace, if not in quiet.
